The 
mayor and city council of Upland ac- 
cepted the invitation and named Mr. 
John D. Howe to represent the city 
in the executive meetings which are 
held in Los Angeles three times each 
week.

CONSTABLES WIN 


A RAPID VICTORY 


Constables of the county who 


were benefited by the appellate 
court decision granting them their 


salaries as provided under the gen- 
eral law and fees, 


rapid victory in the superior court | 
before Judge H. T. Dewhirst. 
Immediately after the filing of | 


the suit by constables to collect 
$2500 in back pay and fees, a stipu- 
lation of facts signed by District At- 
torney T. W. Duckworth and At 
torneys William Guthrie and Henry 
M. Willis was recorded, and the 
case was taken up immediately by 
Judge Dewhirst. 

“This matter was gone into thor- 
oughly at the time the original suit 
was before the court,” said Judge 
Dewhirst, during the argument of 
the attorneys, and he granted judg- 
ment to the constables in the 
amounts they sued for. 

The county will now pay the judg 
ments and the case will be closed, 
except for a possible decision that 
the county 
constables who drew more under 
the charter ordinance than under 
the general law. If this is done the 


county would have about $900 due 

Some time before the next gen- 
eral election the supervisors will 
adopt an ordinance specifying what 


the constables are to be paid and 
that their fees are to go to the 
eounty. The court decided in favor 
of the constables because the or- 
dinance was not adopted before the 
1914 election. The charter requires 
the salaries to be fixed before elec- 


tion and not changed during the 
term for which officers are elected

N the forceful, popular idiom, Hiram Johnson, when he de- 


elared that a maximum of taxation combined with a mini- 

mum of information would not provide the necessary 

nourishment for a democratic war, said something. Later, 
when he declared that it was necessary that some one, preferably 
the president, should make a stronger effort than has been made 
to arouse the national spirit in support of the war, he again said 
something. The first epigram is the plain statement of an uncon- 
trovertible thesis; the second voices what is almost the most press- 
ing national need today. 

The foolish censor which forbids the publication of unimpor- 
tant details, while it wilfully enlarges upon happenings which 
might be better, stated in plain words, is hardly less harmful 
than no censorship at all. If the nation is to send its boys to 
fight, the nation is entitled to know how they are fighting and 
what is happening to them when they fight. 

On the second count, Mr. Johnson scores a still more vital hit. 
It is an amazing thing that, while pro-German propagandists are 
holding meetings under all sorts of disguises, there has been no 
attempt made from Washington to advance an opposition propa- 
ganda intended to make the issues for which we are fighting 
clear. Once they are made clear, there ‘can be no question of the 
result; the trouble is that at present the straightforward American 
issues upon which our campaign is based are beclouded and fog- 
ged by the influences which, working for Germany behind the pro- 
tection of free speech, nightly pour plausible sedition into the ears 
of our people.

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TRACTOR IS FOR THE SMALL 


FARMER 


In Kansas, those who know are 
remarking about the large number 
of tractors which are being bought 
by farmers for fall plowing and to 


-|assist in raising the billion bushel 


wheat crop in 1918. The same phe- 
nomenon is t be observed in other 


states as well. But in Kansas at-! 


tention has been called to one as- 
pect of this tractor question which 
is significant. It is that both buying 
and inquiries come for the most 
part from farmers who farm 20 
acres or more, with a few scattering 
inquiries only from farmers who do 
not work more than 3 quarter sec- 
From farmers who 
work less than 160 acres pratcically 
no inquiries about the possibilities 
of tractors come at all. The same 
conditions exist in other localities 
as well, but it happens that it has 
received recent official notice in 
Kansas alone, 


Helps Small Man 


It has been said that this is sig- 
nificant, and it is. It means that 
with the kind of type of standard 
tractor now on the market, both as 
regards the number of them avail- 
able and the usefulness on the farm, 
only the large farmer can afford 
them. 

The farmer who works 160 acres 
or less, the average farmer of the 
country, cannot make _ economical 
use of them. This is a fact which it 
is important to consider, too, be- 
cause the average farmer is vastly 
in the majority, and to him for the 
most part must the country look for 
that billion bushels of wheat. 

Power farming means _ increased 
production. Thus the crying need 
of the situation is for some device 
that the average farmer can get 
which will put him into the class, 
power farmer, which will be within 
his financial reach and which can 
be employed by him economically 
in his farming operations. Such a 
device is the tractor attachment, the 
conversion unit of which converts 
an automobile into a tractor, and of 
which some score are now upon 
the market. 


Manufacturers to Meet 


The manufacturers of tractor at- 
convinced in their own 





minds that they have solved the 
power problem for the average 
farmer, and confirmed in their opin- 
ion by a comparison of the work 
done by standard tractors and trac- 
tor attachments in the field, and fur- 
ther assured of their position by the 
interest which the average farmer 
is taking in tractor attachments, 
have decided to organize a national 
association of tractor attachment 
manufacturers. 

A meeting will be held soon in 
Chicago which will be attended by 
representatives of all the companies 
making tractor attachmenis. A per- 
manent organization will be formed. 
The purpose of the organization is | 
to work harmoniously for the basic | 
principle of the tractor attachment | 
as compared with that of the stand- | 
ard tractor as the device which will 
put the average farmer in the power 
class economically and_ effectively. 
The need of the hour is something 
which will supplement the farmer’s 
efforts and which will supply for 
him the lack of efficient farm labor, 
and which shall be applicable to any 
farm both small and large. The 
tractor attachment is that thing and 
it will be the purpose of the propos- 
ed national organization to bring | 
this fact prominently before the av- 
erage farmers of the country. |

Dodge City. Kas., Sept. 25, 1917.| 
Dear Upland Friends: 

The old rotten tires” would not 
stand and we were forced to buy 
two new casings. 

Since leaving Trinidad and _ the 
mountains we have been going down 


gradually in elevation. The _ eleva- 
jtion here is 2480 feet. 

Sunday night we spent in La 
Junta, a distance of 88 miles from 


Trinidad. Since 
we have followed 
Arkansas river. If 


leaving La Junta 
quite closely the 
it was not for 





this river, western Kansas surely 
would be a dry, barren looking 
country. It sure is that enough at 


its best, any way. 

We found the roads much better 
since leaving La Junta and with 
our new tires were able to make 
good time Monday, going 214 miles. 
We sure hit the high places and 
were trying to make Dodge City by 
six o'clock (which in reality would 
be seven o’clock as we had to set 
our timepieces an hour ahead again 
here—we are two hours ahead of 
you folks now), when all at once 
we came upon a muddy place in the 
road and the rear wheels skidded, 
causing the auto to turn to the} 
side of the road into a small ditch 
of water and going about fifty feet 
before stopping. Getting out we 
discovered that the rear right wheel 
was broken. The wheel was weak, 
otherwise it would not have broken. 
It was then 5:35 o’clock in the even- 
ing, so there was nothing else to do 
but camp. We were twelve miles 
from Dodge City and several autos 
were passing by. One, a good Sa- 
maritan, took the girls and myself 
on into the city. The next morn- 
ing a Reo man took an extra wheel 
and went out and by noon the rest 
of the Wentworths were in Dodge 
City, too. The wheel that had been 
ordered by telephone from Wichita 
did not arrive that day but through 
the kindness of the only owner of; 
a Reo, the same model as ours, in 
Dodge City, we were able to leave 
the city by 4:30 o’clock and cut off 
sixty-five miles more on our _ jour- 
ney, camping at Larned. 

We were very cordially welcomed 
by a glorious, strong windstorm as 
we entered Kansas at noon. The 
wind was coming from the _ south 
and we were traveling eastward. It 
seemed to me that we fairly flew 
through space as we drove over the 
plains and low rolling hills at the 
rate of 25 and 30 miles per hour, 
but it was hard pulling and twice 
the engine got very hot. 

The water in the engine boiled 
more and harder than it did in all 











of our climbing. 

Coming out from Trinidad, Fish- 
er’s peak looked to be very near. 
They tell us that there are forty 


acres of land upon the top of it— 
a large plateau. To look at it one 
can hardly believe this to be true. 

We also had a fair view of the 
Spanish peaks and thought we saw 
Pike’s peak way in the distance. 
The hazy atmosphere and _ clouds 
somewhat obscured our view. 

The country around Trinidad and 








on through Kansas seems like get- 
ting “Home again” to Mr. Went- 
worth, as he used to live at Stone- 
wall, Colo, and Ottawa, Kansas, 


when but a small boy and has been 
all through this country. To me it 
is all new. 


We passed many fine farms, Mon- 
day forenoon, which told us that 
prosperous farmers lived there. We 
drove by large alfalfa fields and 
acres and acres of irrigated sugar 
beet country. Also saw several su- 
gar factories and some big alfalfa 
meal mills. 

In one fleld we saw a girl, garbed 
in overalls and sunbonnet, plowing; 
perhaps the men folk had gone to 
war. 

Farther along we saw two men 
plowing with a Ford. 

The sugar beets have not been 
harvested as yet. A rain is needed 
badly in western Kansas, so_ they 
say, but we hope it will not come 
until we are well out of the rain 
| territory. 

Along our journey we have wit-| 


nessed some lovely sunsets, but the 
one we saw Sunday evening after} 
ja thunder storm (which, by the way, 
|we just missed) out on the plains 
'as we were coming into La Junta, 
is certainly worthy of mentioning. 





|Such beautiful shades and colors re- 
flected on the clouds! I wish I 
|could have painted it or at least 


taken a picture of it, with all of its 
‘delicate shades and tints as they 
blended and changed. 

Beauty will not last but soon 
fades away and at three o'clock 
\/the next morning we were awaken- 
‘ed by a loud clap of thunder follow- 
ed closely by a blinding streak of 
lightning. Before we were aware of 
it almost we were in the midst of 
one of those lovely(?) Eastern thun-/ 
derstorms. This one we did not 
/miss nor did it miss us. It rained | 
jhard for four or five hours over a 
jlarge territory. It was 9:30 o’clock 
before we mustered up courage! 
enough to venture out upon the | 
roads. Finally, in hopes of soon get- 
ting out of the rain belt, we piled} 
our bedding and everything else} 


: : | 
ithat we could inside of the car and | 





piled in on top then putting on the} 
;curtains and the chains we traveled | 
110 miles directly east through the| 


mud,light mud, heavy mud, black | 
mud, sticky mud, slippery mud and 
sandy mud—all day long, slipping 
and sliding around until we were 
{dizzy and “achy” and our auto look- | 
ed like it had been through the 
war—a muddy war. 


We did not see the sun all day| 
until it was setting and then it look- 


ed like a ball of fire as it peeked 


‘out from behind the clouds to say 
'“oogd-night” to the plains of Kan- 
sas and the weary travelers. Just| 
then we ran out of gasoline, 3% 
miles from Lehigh. A Ford came!

I cannot tell you very much about 
the country through which we pass- 
ed today. I saw so little of it. I 
saw only a streak of black, muddy 
roads ahead. I could hardly compel 
my eyes to leave them for fear some- 
thing would happen, but occasion- 
ally I would glance out through the 
windows to rest my eyes on the 





lovely fields of corn and fine farm 
homes. The corn is being put into 
shocks and the pumpkins are still 
on the vines. The wheat is har- 
vested and fall plowing is being 
done. Also saw many large grain 
elevators along the railroads. Yes- 


along the road. We may see snow 
yet; we have gone through all other 
kinds of weather and today has 
been cold and so is tonight. 
Thursday morning brings us sun- 
shine and blue sky, cheer and hope. 
It was late, however, before we 
got away from Lehigh, which is a 
German settlement—by the by, we 
got a good dinner here last night of 
nice, juicy hamburger, German fried 
potatoes and dill pickles, but, say, 
the room we got was simply fierce. 
The stairs leading up to it was so 
steep and the steps so narrow that

we could hardly get up or down 
even “in low.” 

Our outfit seemed to be some- 
what of a curiosity in the towns 


and villages through which we 
pass, and the self-satisfied, easy-going 
citizens stood on every street cor- 
ner watching us “get off.” 

The sun and wind had dried the 
roads somewhat but the mud was 
stiff and hard to pull through. They 
ate up a gallon of gasoline to every 
ten or twelve miles. 

We had about two inches of rain 


while at Topeka they had five 
inches. We drove 114 miles more 
and still were not out of the rain 
belt. 

Friday was another clear, beauti- 
ful day. We took off the chains. 
No mud to speak of today, but 


rough roads caused from the rain— 
dried mud. In some places we had 
long stretches of freshly made roads 
—loose dirt to plow through up to 
the hubs. 

Eastern Kansas is certainly a fine 





country—a wonderful agricultural 
section and beautiful country. The 
plains and rolling hills are covered 
with green pastures, fields of corn, | 
sugar cane, some millet and har- | 
vested grain fields and fine, large) 
farms which demonstrate that the} 
soil is very rich. To see these fine! 


farms and farm homes really made 
us hunger to go “back to the farm” 
and live in peace and contentment 
and be independent. No life like it! 

Western Kansas told us a differ- 
ent tale. We saw nothing there 
that we thought could attract home- 
seekers and home-lovers. 

In comparing eastern Kansas with 


California, the former surely has 
the latter beaten badly when it 
comes to agricultural advantages. 


We saw no barren desert lands, but 
instead we saw one farm, with its 
rich fields and pastures, right after 
another and as far as eye could 
see. A very pretty country indeed. 
The engine has acted beautifully. 
Only twice did she refuse to start} 
and both times were cold mornings. 
She acted tired as if she thought 
it was time to rest from her stren- 
uous labors, and it took lots of pa-| 
tience and coaxing to get her out) 
on the Santa Fe Trail once again. 
At Burlingame we were delayed 





once more—this time for two hours 
to get the water pipe mended by 
some amateur mechanic. Mr. W. 


paid them for the privilege of show- | 
ing them how. Some experts(?) in| 
some of these garages along the 
“Trail,” I tell you. | 


We stopped in Baldwin long 
enough to drive around Baker uni- | 
versity grounds. Bishop Quayle 


(who is our bishop now) is an alum- 
nus, also an ex-president of Baker 
university ). When he started to 
school here a red-headed, freckle-fac- 


ed lad, the folks said that he} 
would never amount to anything. 
Can't always tell, 

Baldwin is only fifteen miles from 


Ottawa where Mr. Wentworth’s 
folks lived for years, It was a big] 
temptation to drive down and if 


time had permitted, we surely woulda 
have done so. 

Tuesday night we camped two 
blocks this side of the Kansas-Mis- 
souri state line, at Westport, a sub- 
urb of Kansas City, elevation 750 
feet.

CONCERNING FERTILIZERS 

We don’t need fertilizers just now 
but we are going to in the years 
ahead of us even more than in the 
years which have passed. First in 
importance comes the vegetable gar- 
den, where composted manure must 
occupy considerable space in the first 
foot of soil. The citrus trees take 
next rank, followed by the apple 


‘and other deciduous fruits. 


Southern California, while for 
years past a big consumer of fer- 
tilizers, is but a small district in a 
large country now calling loudly for 
added fertility to cover the land. 
And the larger and thriftier the crops 
the more must be the replacement. 

The truck gardeners in the EHast- 
ern states are carrying off every 
pound of manure available from the 
cities. In. the South great quanti- 
ties of commercial fertilizers are 
brought in besides what is produced 
from cotton seed. Off the South 
American coast the guano beds have 


|been depleted and the latest find, the 


bat caves of western Mexico, like- 
wise now have little to offer the 
Mexican exporters. 

The Pacific coast, which should 
have by natural rights the most 
javailable supplies of all sections of 
/our country, is bound, unless gov- 
ernmental steps are soon taken, to 
need fertilizers the most of all. This 


is caused by our government allow- 


'ing withdrawals of practically all of 


the fish scrap for Japanese exporta- 


tion. 


The heavy buying by Japan of fish | 


scrap some time ago, marked the be- 
ginning of advanced prices of fertil- 


izers on the Pacific coast. This and 
the converting of horse power into 
machine power in the cities, togeth- 


er with the utilization of commercial 
fertilizers manufactured in 


ern states in those sections where 
' produced, has caused a scarcity on 
the Pacific coast which is only be- 


ginning to be felt. 

To be candid, the situation ahead 
serious that only governmental 
intervention will prevent a soaring 
in prices that will not make the is- 
suing of fertilizer tickets a 
sity. We had not thought of ration- 
ing our trees, but it is surely coming 
according to the present 
plant food. 

Let us look back to the ante-bellum 
days for future guidance. Nitrogen 
then was selling at from $3.56 to 
$4.00 per unit; phosphoric acid at 
from 85 cents to $1.00 and potash 
around $1.00. What are the prices 
now at a time of the year 
there is little going into the ground? 

Mr. Barnes of the Fruit Growers 
company handles more fer- 
tilizer annually than any other man 
on the Pacific coast. His figures, for 
what he can obtain, are subject to 
without notice, like steel, 
copper, lead, etc., and this week are 
as follows:

| One largely advertised concern 
;some years ago did not manufacture 
but received bids from different fer- 
tilizer producers for a certain for- 
mula which it sold to its customers 
at one time at $56 per ton. The 
Fruit Growers Supply company pur- 
chased this same formula at $42 
per ton from the packing house con- 
cern and sold it at a saving of $14 
per ton. 

Sardy, of Chicago, was one of the 
first to advocate selling on a unit 
basis in California, which with a 
guaranteed analysis gives an accu- 
rate comparison of values for a 
given price. He used to say that 
such a system would put the dishon- 
est seller out of business, and it did, 
although lately most of the large 
packing house firms have withdrawn 
their products from the Pacific coast 
because of high freight rates from 
distant factories and because of in- 
creased consumption nearer home. 

Another expense to the private dis- 
tributors was the accumulation of 
bad debts, and so it became a gen- 
eral practice to add abeut $4 to 
each ton sold to make up this de- 
ficit. This was probably legitimate 
unless a safer way could be found 
for making cash collections, when 
this expense could well be elimin- 


ated when sold to those of good 
credit. 

In practically all of the soils in 
which citrus trees are grown in 


California nitrogen is the one need- 
ful source of plant food to be ap- 
plied early and often. Potash appa- 
rently brings no results and phos- 
phorus only partial returns for the 
money invested, 

New foliage and sappy fruit wood 
is what California citrus trees are 
ever in need of and only nitrogen 
and water will help in the produc- 
tion. Had all navel trees put out a 
good strong growth of new fruit 
wood last summer, had they been 
well pruned and fertilized for some 
years past, the navel crop would 
now not be less than 75 per cent 
normal. The writer knows of some 
such trees being propped the first 
week in September where such con- 
ditions existed. 

Our future fertilizers must be de- 
rived from the air, from refuse from 
the ocean and from our cities, or 
from the Chilean saltpeter beds, 
which will be available for some 20 
or 30 years yet, and from the hand- 
ling of coke when sulfate of am- 
monia is released. 

Calcium nitrate is produced from 
the air by the aid of water power, 
of which California in the higher 
Sierra is well supplied. In the pro- 
cess a current of air is subjected 
to a powerful electric current, yield- 
ing nitric acid, which is treated with 
lime to form calcium nitrate, a very 
valuable combination for our citrus 
soils. 

In order to secure our own fish 
scrap from the big canneries along 
the Washington and Alaska coasts 
it will now be necesasry to refuse 
exportation of a product now badly 
needed at home. This should be 
done by our government at once. 

The war in Europe has caused a 
|}vast cessation of food production 
there which America is called upon 
to fill. Intensified production al- 
ways calls for added fertilization; 
it is impossible without. Then the 
question is where will this fertili- 
zation come from at reasonable 
rates? 

The 


outlook is not pleasant for 


ithe Pacifie coast. In the Hastern 
state, as stated before, the packing 
house firms are now selling fertili- 
zers in the eastern and Mississippi 
valley states that formerly came to 
the Pacific coast.

| The first case of citrus canker 
ifound in Florida was discovered in 
a citrus nursery in September, 1912. 
It was next found in a nursery in 
lanother section of the state in July, | 
1918, and by the spring of 1914 the| 
disease had appeared in some of the 
citrus’ groves. When first found it 
was a new and consequently totally 
unknown dsiease. Lacking funds to 
carry on the extended investigation 
necessary to determine the nature 
of and remedy for this new and ma- 
lignant disease and without ade- 
quate horticultural laws and the or- 
ganization to prosecute a vigorous 
campaign, the fruit growers of 
Florida organized, furnishing the | 
funds from their own pockets, and 
without knowing what it was they 
fought or whence it came or it dis- 
tribution within the state, started 
courageously to check citrus can- 
ker, or control it, or eradicate it, 
anything to save their groves. In 
the face of such difficulties the prog- 
ress made by these first volunteer 
canker fighters is truly marvelous 
and should be written into the his- 
tory of Florida, a record of which 
they may well be proud. 

By the time an adequate law had 
|}been passed and funds appropriated 
citrus canker had obtained a firm 
/foothold in Florida and many active 
centers of infection had become es- 
tablished scattered widely over the 
state. When the Florida plant act 
was approved in April, 1915, citrus 
|}canker had been found in ten coun- 
ties. Working under the proper legal 
authority and with a vastly larger 
and stronger organization the work 
of inspecting the groves and nurs- 
jeries of the state was greatly expe- 
dited so that by January, 1916, in- 
fection had been found in ten addi- 
tional counties. 

Citrus canker was introduced into 
|Florida and disseminated from one 
locality to another within the state 
| by means of shipments of citrus nur- 
lsery stock from infected nurseries. 
It may, however, be carried from 
tree to tree or from grove to grove 
| within the same locality by any one; 
lof the many agencies which custom- | 








iarily pass from tree to tree or 
from grove to grove. Insects, birds, 
chickens, implements, horses, the 


persons or clothing of laborers, all 
these and many others are possible 
mechanical carriers of the bacteria 
when coming into contact with un- 
infected tree after leaving an infect- 
ed one. It is possible for this dis- 
ease, when thus carried to a tree 
which has not previously shown in- 
fection, to remain dormant for many 
months until the condition most fa- 
vorable for its development occurs. 
This favorable condition may be cli- 
matic or it may be reached when 
the tree is making a vigorous new 
growth or it may be a combination 
of these and other factors. At any 
rate the fact remains that the canker 
organism has the faculty of remain- 
ing dormant, in which condition it 
cannot be discovered by any amount 
of inspection, and yet is ready to 
break out actively at any time. 
When the serious nature of citrus 
canker came to be realized by the 
fruit growers of Florida great con- 
sternation prevailed. The prices of 
citrus groves declined and a feeling 
(of despondency invaded the citrus} 
‘industry. With the remarkable re- 
sults obtained by the eradication 





| campaign, however, confidence was}

Rootstocks for the Avocado 

So much injury may be done by 
the use of tender or poor root-. 
stocks in the propagation of the 
avocado that the committee would 
strongly recommend that only seed- 
lings of the hardy Mexican avocado 
be used for budding and grafting 
stocks. Nurserymen should use this 
type of rootstock only for trees 
propagated for sale, and planters 
should demand that the trees pur- 
chased for planting should be on this 


stock. Seedlings of the ordinary va- 
rieties .of the avocado grown in 
Florida, teh West Indies, Hawaii, 


and Tahiti, are usually so tender 
that they cannot withstand the cold 
of California winters and are thus 
unsafe for use as stocks.

Hiram Waterman, Mrs. Thomas 
Walker Nesbit, Mrs. Verner H. Wil- 
son and Mrs. N. H. Joughin, and the 
result of the campaign was thirty-five 
women signed up for work and an 
abundance of fruit jars donated. 

The only actual expense in the 
work was for sugar—200 pounds be- 
ing used—and the gas fuel for cook- 
ing. The original plan was to sell 
sufficient of the finished article to 
cover the expenses, but some of the 
patriotic citizens of Upland, realiz- 
ing what a fine work the women 
are doing, came forward with funds 
to cover these expenses. 

The women met at the _ high 
school on Tuesday and Friday morn- 
ings of each week at 8:30 o’clock 
and worked until noon. The aver- 
age attendance was ten women. 

Originally little thought had been 
given to the drying of fruit, but a 
study of the matter resulted in the 
decision that the expense of thus 
handling the fruit would be reduced 
to a minimum and that the finished 
product would be much better 
adapted to army use. To aid the 
women in this work the Rex By- 
Products company of Upland came 
forward with the loan of a large 
quantity of drying trays and racks 
and the experiment proved success- 
ful. 

The opening of school on the 1st 
inst. made it impossible for the 
women to continue their sessions at 
Chaffey high, but a largesnumber of 
the workers have pledged themselves 
to continue the work in their own 
homes and add to the supply which 
is now being stored at the school. 

“While the figures do not took 
large on paper,’ said Mrs. Howe in 
commenting on the results of the 
labors of herself and co-workers, 
“they represent a great deal of good, 
faithful work. In many cases the 
women have actually gone into the 
orchards and picked the fruit them- 
selves, as well as putting it up after- 
wards. In every case we took only 
fruit which would otherwise have 
gone to waste. 

“The concrete results of our labor 
may not be great,’ continued Mrs. 
Howe, “but I believe we have ac- 
complished something truly worth 
while in that we have shown what 
can be done by the women of a 
small city and have set an example 
for other towns in Southern Cali- 
similarly situated. 

“T doubt if there is a community 
in this part of the state that does 
not boast a modern high school in 
which this sort of work may be Car- 
ried on and there is no reason in 
the world why the patriotic women 
Southland should not play 
part in the conserva- 
tion of the nation’s food supply. 

“Upland undertook the work as an 
experiment, proved it a success and 
now places its experience at the dis- 
posal of Southern California, which 
with its wonderful agricultural re- 
sources is bound to prove a big fac- 
tor in feeding the nation during the 


period of the war. 
“In carrying on the work,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Howe, ‘we have been 


greatly indebted to Miss Graves and 
Miss Granger of the Chaffey domes- 
tic science department. They fur- 
nished us with the formulas for pre- 
serving and have faithfully and ef- 
ficiently directed the campaign from 
start to finish. 

“Of course, it is possible that the 
government will not have need for 
our products, and in that case we 
plan to use them for charitable pur- 
poses here in Upland and we mean 


to see to it that they go to the 
ireally needy and not to fatten our 
already fat tables. 

“But whether our fruit goes to 
the army or is used here at home, 
we still feel that we have accom- 
plished something toward conserv- 


ing the nation’s food supply and we 
hope that another season the wom- 
en of other communities will fol- 
low our example.”
